Feb. 8th to 19th, 1910.

Instruction will be given in Live Stock, Poultry Raising and Grain Raising. 

Two cars of selected live stock will be used for demonstration purposes, and lec- 
tures given on the subjects of breeding, feeding and the care and management of 
stock. 

Instruction in poultry raising will cover all phases of the subject with incubators 
and brooders in operation. Crate fattening and mar keting will be specially demon- 
strated. 

The subject of grain raising will receive particular attention. Emphasis will be 
laid upon soil cultivation, under irrigation and dry farming. conditions, samples of
